The origin of this-book lies in an extremely embar- 
rassing episode of my life. In the year 1973, while I was 
at Calcutta, I was put to an embarrassing situation by my 
Bengali-friends. Out of curiosity ‘they wanted to know 
some important aspects of my State. Due to lack of 
proper idea about my home State, I had to keep quiet. 
I felt very much ashamed of not being able to answer the 
probing questions of my: Bengali friends. 


We, the people of Orissa, have a glorious past rich 
in art, sculpture and literature, second to none in valour 
and spirit of adventure. Yet nobody knows much about 
this state. Till today no comprehensive references are 
available for a forgotten and neglected state, which had a 
glorious past. We have been ignored to the extent that 
even the half penny English general knowledge books 
dare make any reference about this state. With this in my 
mind, I felt it wise to collect data for a general reference 
book for the common man, which was published as 
‘Utkal Darpan' of which this is an ‘English version 
mainly meant for non-Oriyas both in and Outside Orissa. 


I claim no originality for the materials presented in 
this volume, rather it is a collection of data from different 
agencies both Government and non-Government. 


A glance at this book will show that I have not been 
Successful in producing anything very noble, others will 
certainly be able to go much farther, and in particular to 
introduce to a greater extent about this holy state which 
is known as Jagannath Dham. However I have very much 
enjoyed the attempt, which had provided the stimulus to 
try and find out many things that I always want to know. 
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I will feel my labour fruitful if this simple and 
precise book gives an overall idea-about my State Orissa, 
portrays my people the Oriyas in a better light, and 
develops an awareness of the youth of Orissa, of their 
rich and abounding heritage. 


1 will be grateful to readers if errors and ommissions 
are pointed out and suggestions made for the improve- 
ment of the book, which will be incorporated in the next 
edition.

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“UDRA DESH” “UTKAL” “KALINGA” OR 
“ORISSA” 


The description of Kalinga is seen in ‘Matshya’ 
‘'Kurma, Bayu, and ‘Skanda Puranas of entiquity. In the 
Adiparva of the Mahabharat, the religious journey of 
Arjuna, in Bhishmaparva, the Digvijaya of Sahadev, in 
the Sabhaparva Yudhistir'’s acceptance of gifts and in: 
Banaparva, Karna conquering. Kalinga are mentioned 
clearly. The king of Kalinga Srutayu, hed fought for the 
Kouravas in the great Mahabharat war. By all accounts 
Kalinga was a land of great warriors. 


Opinions differ on the origin of the word Kalinga. 
Some interpret ‘Ka’ as “‘Siva”’. The meaning of linga is 
known to all. Hence Kalinga means Siva Linga. There 
was atime when everywhere in this state Siva Linga 
was worshipped from which the name ‘Kalinga’ had 
emerged.

On the other hand, Garuda Purana and Haribamsa 
state that there were five sons of- queen Sudeshhna the 
wife of King Baliraja, the king of Chandra ‘dymasty. The 
names of these five sons were Anga,. Banga, Kalinga, 
Poundra and Suhwo. Five kingdums had been settled in 
the name of these five sons, and the king of Kalinga-was 
the mler of a vast territory spread from the river 
Rushikulya to the Godavari and from present Bay of 
Bengal to the Amarkantaka Range in the west. 

The common tongue of the inhabitants of these 
five historical and ‘puranic places namely, Utkal,- Kalinga, 
Kosala and Udradesha was Oriya, derived from Sanskrit. 
The ‘modern Orissa province which came into being on 
1st April ‘1936, consists of more’ or less the. historical 
places mentioned above. 
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ORISSA AS DEPICTED IN HISTORY 


In olden days Udradesh, Utkaladesh and Kalinga 
were ruled by the kings of a uniform language and race 
as well. At different times the boundaries of these king- 
doms were also changing. In due course of time Udradesh 
and Uikaeldesh became one. This land later on came 
to be known as Utkaldesh or Kalinga and it flourished 


gradually. 


In the 4th century .B.C. Chandragupta had conquered 
many states but he was not able to vanquish Kalinga. 
‘The people of Kalinga were a brave, independent- 
minded and patriotic people. The fame of their bravery, 
chivalry and strength outgrew the limited boundary of 
their kingdom, and the neighbouring states had to treat 
them with awe and respect. 


Ashoka, the Great wanted to ‘conquer Kalinga and 
merge it in his empire. 


~ The mighty legions of Ashok, met with their match, 
the brave amd dauntless sons of Kalinga on the banks 
of the river Daya. The water of Daya became red with 
human blood and banks became strewn with corpses, « 
as numberless wariiors fel} by ihe “no surrender unto 
death principle” of the Kalingas. Finally over-whesiming 
brute majority had its effect and the Kalinga empire was 
vanquished. 


But the carnage of the battle was so loathsome, 
with heaps of the dead strewn all around, heart-rending 
sighs of the wounded and the dying pervading the air, 
the sacrifice so over-whelming, that the victor became. 
vanquished. The remorse for unleashing such savagery 
on a free and fearless people, .changed the blood thirsty, 
“‘Chandashoka’*’ to Dharmashoka”’. Ashok embraced 
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Buddhism. The Kalinga War was the turning point in his 
life, and this change of ‘heart made him the greatest 
emperor India had ever had-. 


in his “History of Orissa’ Dr. H. K. Mahatab, 
mentions that the next great king to form an independent 
Kalinga Empire was Kharavela,’ born in the Chedi 
Dynasty in 207 A. D. Kharvela took the title of 
“MAHAMEGH BAHAN™” after conquering almost all the 
territories of Magadha Empire, and bringing back atl 
the glories of the proud Kalinga Empire.. The Elephant 
cave of Khandagiri and the other caves he constructed 
for the Jain monks amply describe the prosperity. of 
his‘ reign. I 


After Kharavela his weak heirs had not done 
anything to preserve the glory of the empire, and the 
kings of Sailodbhava Dynasty conquered Kalinga. The 
two big estates of Kalinga i. e. Kongada and Toshal 
remained independent. When Harshavardhan conquered 
a part of Kalinga, the entire empire.disintegrated. 


Some semblance of unity was achieved by the 
kings. of the “Bhauma’” dynasty, who ruled Orissa from 
Tth century to the begining of 8th century A. D. Not much 
’is known about this dynasty, except that their capital was 
Jajpur, and the foundation for a united kingdom, 
assimilating.scattered feudatory states of Oriya speaking 
people was laid by them. | 


The golden period of history of Orissa started 
from the 2nd part of 8th “Century A. D. and continued 
up to the fall of Kalinga Empire again in the middle of 
sixteenth century after Prataprudra Dev.. | 


“Jajati’ a “Somabansi” prince who was a great 
devotee of ‘‘Biraja’”’ the presiding deity of “Jajpur” and 
“Bhauma’” kings, married the daughter of the last Bhauma 
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King who had no son, assumed the title of “Kesar!” and 
started the Kesari Dynasty in Orissa. Asa great king, 
warrior, ruler par excellence, and connoisseur of art 
and literature, he has much to his credit. Starting from 
the ‘‘Dasagwomedha yajnyan’”’ (Sacrificial yajnyan of 10 
horse) at fajpur, he conquered, Banga, Karnata, Malav 
and Kanchi and assimilated them to his empire. 


The construgtion of a new Jagannath temple.in the 
place of the existing dilapidated temple was done by 
.him, and the foundation for the famous ‘Lingara}’ temple 
at Ekeamra, the present Bhubaneswar was laid by him. 
He shifted his capital from Jajpur to Bhubaneswar. But he 
passed: away before he could {fulfil his dream of 
completing the Lingaraj temple. 


The mantle for completing the colossal temble fel! 
on his equally famous heir ‘Lalatendu XKesari’, and ths 
temple was completed finally in the 10th century A. D. 
This temple devoted to the worship of .Lard .‘Siva’ is the ° 
epitome’ of temple architecture. Its perfect planning, 
fiawless execution and the harmony and aesthetics of 
architecture, and the exquisite craftsmanship of 
sculptures, astound the modern man in spite of the 
ravages of time and the vandalism of Muslim fanatics. 


The. Kesaris made their capital, a temple-city 
devoted to Lord Siva, 


The good work was continued by the “Gangas’” 
who not only consolidated. the empire but excelled the 
Kesaris in their patronage of art and. literature. The 
present temple of Lord Jagannath constructed by 
Anangabhima Dev, and the remnants of the Sun temple 
at Konark by .Narasingh Dev bsar testimohy to the 
prosperity of the empire: The Sin temple builtin the 
early part of 13th century was attribute to the’Sun-Cod 
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at Konark (Literally meaning the angle of the Sun) by 
Narasingh Dev. The main tempie is destroyed but 
mankind wiil never cease fo marvel at what remnants 
siand orn the sands of "'Chandrabhaga’’ for the symphony 
in stone. 


The glory of the Kalinga Empire reached its zenith 
when the “Surya” Dynasty took over in early 15th 
ceniury. Kapilendra Dev who consolidated the bound- 
aries by vanquishing the neighbouring g states, like Gauda, 
Malaha, Vijayanagar and the Sultan of Bahamani. During 

his rule, the Kalinga Empire stretched from the banks 
of the Canga to the Kauvery in the South. Kapilendradeyv 
assumed the tiilé of Gajapati Goudes swar Navakotia Karnat 
Kalavargeswar. 


His son Pursottam Dev, came to power in 1466. 
His defeat of the king of Kanchi, Salwa Narasingh is 
woven into the folklore of Orissa. 


“But like all good things coming to an end, the 
glorious days of Kalinga Empire were over soon Pratap- 
rudra Dev; though a competent warrior, became a 
disciple of Sri Chaitanya, a sage of the Bhakti Cult, and 
took less interest in mundane affairs of the world. 
Powerful princes of feudatory states became indepen- 
dent and ‘a large chunk cof territory was won over by 
Krushna Dev Roy, the king of Vijaynagaram-

Mukunda ‘Dev, is the last sovereign Orissan king 
who rebuilt the Barabati fort. After hizn the entire state - 
‘was. destroyed by continuous invasion of the Muslims, and 
later by Marahattas. The people were plundered and the 
once prosperous state became weak, with its economy 
in shambles. The destruction was so complete that the 
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modern Orissa state remains poor even this day. ‘The 
Britishers occupied Orissa in 1803 A. D. 


But the indomitable spirit of ihe Oriya people and 
their penchant for freedom resulted in the first concerted 
revolt against the British rule in 1817. Buxi Jegabandhu, 
ithe legendary hero of Khurdha Gade, was the leader of 
this revolt. 

The British, cunning as they were, took great care 
fo destroy Orissa's economy and sowed the seeds Of 
disintegraticn by dividing the state into several 
paris and merging ihem “in » neighbouring states. 
Medinipur was merged in Bengal, Sambalpur in M. P. 
and Ganjem and Koraput were merged in Madras State. 
Only Cuttack, Puri and Balasore were called the Orissa 
Division. Even ihere the Bengali clerks started a 
cempaign to malign Oriya ‘end had the audacity to 
propagate that “Oriya” is not a separate language. 


At this critical juncture were born the great sons of 
Orissa, like Madhusudan Das, Gajapati Krushna Chandra- 
Dev, Fakir Mohan Senapati, Utkalmani Gopabandhu, 
Gauri Shankar, Pyar{ Mohan, Radhanath Roy, Madhusudan 
Rao and many others, who gave a boost. to ‘the warning 
patriotism of the Oriyas. The Utkal Sammilani was formed. 
In spite cf protests of the people Lord.Harding merged 
Orissa with Bihar in 1911. 


The demands for a separate state for “Oriyas” was put 
forth in the shape of a memorandum in the Second Round 
Table Conference in London and the British Parliament 
finally agreed to give Orissa the status of a separate state. 
The Odenail Committee was set up'in 1931 to decide the 
issue, and the declaration for forming a separate state was 
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made on 24th Dec. 1932. The Oriya speaking areas with 
a distinct Oriya culture were identified gradually and or 
lst April 1936, the separate Orissa state was- formed. 
After independence, the neighbouring feudatory states 
and Zamindaries were merged and the. full-fledged state 
of Orissa emerged. After re-organisation of states, 
an integrated map of Political India was drawn, which 
defined boundaries of different states and the Oriya 
language found a place in the schedule of the Constituation 
as a recognised language of India. 


Though Orissa has lost a lot of its legitimate territory, 
we must be content with our boundary at present in the 
Sovereign Democratic Republic of India. 


GEOGRAFMBY OF MCDERN ORISSA STATE 


The boundary of Orissa hed many ups and downs, 
and changes before 1950. The finel map of Orissa asa 
state has been drawn in 1950. According to the present 
map’ the state of Orissa has an area of 1,55, 782 square 
kilometre, with the West Bengal in the East, Bihar and M. P. 
in the riorth, M- P. in the west, and Andhra ` 00 in 
the-South. The state ‘stretches irom 17-45” to Zz’ 30’ 
N. latitude and 81’ 30 E to 87’ 30’ E. longituda. 


Except the coastal plains of Cuttack, Puri ‘and 
Balasore, almost all other areas are of hilly region. 


The climate is hot and humid and the average 
annua’ rain fall is 152 cm and average max. temperature 
is 40° C. The state is rain-fed from June to Ssptember by 
the South-West Monsoon. The State is divided into 27 
districts for administration purpose. There more distriets 
are on the offing. `

Wheat, jawar, maize, different 
pulses, groundnuts and sugarcane, etc. are also cultivated 
here.

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ELECTRICITY AND POWER 
PROJECT 

Electricity. is a must in the modern civilization. Some 
impossible things become possible tcday with the help 
of electricity. Even a leyman knows hcw to use electricity. 

In Orissa there are ample opportunities for the pro- 
duction of electricity. | 

After independence two hydropow®&r projects were 
constructed in our state. In 1957 we got hydro-electricity 
from Hirakud. Ancther small plant has been built at 
Chiplima-. 

Now Z10 magawatt eleciricity is generated out of 
these two plants. This power has been utilised in the 
induatrial areas of Orissa like Rourkela steel plant and 
Bhubaneswar. 

From 1952 Machhkund Dain has been siarted. 'It has 
been constructed in collaboration with Andhra Pradesh, out 
of that more than 1/2 of the total power is going to Andhra 


Pradesh. The Machhkund Power Plant with 6 section _Pro- 
duces 120 M. W. electriciiy for the state. 


Balimela Hydro Electric Plant is working with the 
water of Machhkund water which has been constructed 
near Chitrakunda. Here also the Govt. of Andhra Pradesh 
is taking 50% water to generate electricity. Here there are 
two Hydro Electric Piants, one called as Upper Sileru and 
the other is known as lover Sileru Projects. 

Now the works of three other plants are going on 
repidly. The.three more power plants will function in 
near future in Orissa. |

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Rice is the staple food of Orissa. About 80% of 
people take rice and dal in their daily meals. In Koraput 
and Kalahandi districts the tribal people generally eat the 
food that is prepared with Ragy because in these districts 
Ragy is produced in a large quantity. Since 1972, due .to 
cyclone rice producticn was less for which the govt. 
brought wheat from other states and supplied to the needy 
people of Orissa. That was a period when the people of 
Orissa automatically got acquainted with eating bread in- 
stead of rice. ” 


Again the people of the northern part of Orissa 
imitated the habit of West Bengal in choosing their food; 
similarly the people of southern part have chosen the 
habit of Andhra Pradesh. Likewise the people of Orissa 
in the western part very much like to acquire the habit of 
Madhya Pradesh. 


Fish is a day-to-day item in the meals of the ‘people 
of Orissa. Yet many of them also like to take vegetarian 
dishes. ” ° ୮ 

In Orissa the pasture land lies in stretches. People 
exploit this facility and try to rear a§ much goats and 
sheep as possible both for meat and wool in the state. 
The use of eggs and chickens is no Jess in quantity too. 


On festive occasions, though rice and dalis said to 
be the main item in the menu, palau, meat and fish are also 
used in plenty. 


The people of Orissa compare milk with the qua-‘ 
lity of nectar. They prepare ghee, cheese, butter, sweets 
and ‘payas from milk. Milk and the milk_..products are 
known as a pious thing to be offered to Gods and 
goddesses. . i 


. . ® 
There is a thing called panchamruta which literally. 
means the amalgamation of five nectars. Whatever may 
be the name but this item really gives a very qood taste. 
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In Orissa the temple of Lord Jagannath is a very big 
and spacious hotel. Everyday lots of prasad or ‘Abhadha’ 
and other types of food are prepared in this temple in a 
very wonderful method. This is called Mahaprasad. It has 
a pious smell and good taste. The pilgrims and tourists 
who come to. Orissa feel.satisfied with this food. i. e. 
Mahaprasad. Onoe, Mr. Madhusudan Das remarked, '‘This 
is the best and biggest hotel in the whole world.” The 
material taste of this food copes very well with the spiri- 
tual atmosphere of the place. 


“ In Orissa different festivals are observed through out 
the year. In those festivals varieties of sweets ‘and cakes 
are prepared for the worship of various deities. For exa- 
mple the ‘podapithaa’: ‘of Raja Sankranti’, the ‘manda pithaa’ 
of Laxmipuja, ' Arisaa’ ‘of ‘Durga Puja’, etc. are the best 

“ known foods of the state. ‘Chakuli pithaa’ is a daily item 
‘of breakfast of the people of Orissa. 


Tea and Coffee are the popular dyinks of Orissa. At 
times, green coconut water and vegetable juice are also. 
used here as drinks. 


Apparel : 

The people of Orissa have been using each a loose 
shirt and a dhoti with a turban on their head. The.eéminent 
lawyer like Mr. Madhusudan Das was always using a 
turban even in England ‘because a turban js: believed to 
have both scientific and ethical value. 


The people in olden times knew the value of turbans 
on their heads. In modern times these things are no 
more in use. Because remaining under the foreign rule 
for a number of years, we have acquired their habits, and 
dress, food and culture. 


.Dhoti and kurta is the national dress of Orissa. ‘But 
now-a-days with the influence -of western culture and 
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nOdern civilization most of the men of Orissa use trousers 
and shirts. 


The ladies of Orissa generally wear sarees. In the 
good old days they were using veils upon their heads but 
now these are thrown into the oblivions- Only on festive 


Occasions, especially in marriage festivals, the women use 
veils on their faces. 


The -tribal women put on sarees in a special 
manner. 


The women of Gadajat use a ‘kachhaa’, a tail like 
thing as the males do. Women of some tribal society like 
‘Gandia’ keep their heads cleanly shaven and remain to- 
tally naked, Some of them put on beaded chains or some 
types of fruit only to cover a prat of their bodies. The 
male folk of this race just put on alittle cloth round their 
waist: 


DANCE AND MUSIC OF ORISSA 


Like the classical Bharat Natyam of South India, 
Kuchipudi dance of Andhra Pradesh, Bhangra of the 
Punjab, Kathak of Rajstan and Manipuzi dance of Manipur, 
Orissa has a separate classical dance in the ‘iitle and style 
of Odissl. It has earned a,very oe name and fame in 
the rest of the country and abroad. 


In this dance the description of ‘Dasavatat’, the ten 
incarnations of Bishnu, Js a very heart fouching item. : The 
Sanskrit song of Dasabatar an extractfrom the Ceeta Govinda 
was composed: by an Oriya poet Jayadev. Bessides, there 
are some other items too. The songs for these items came 
from the heavenly | minds of Kabi Samrat Upendra Bhanja, 
Kabi Surya Baladeyv Ratha, and a number of other classical 
poets of Orissa. The, -Odissi dance is ‘performed with the 
Help of Odissi songs anid orchestra. Whether in Odissi 
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songs Or in, Odissi dancgs, the contents are the love affeirs 
of goddess Radha and Lord Srikrishna. 


The style and the movement of the body of a dancer 

in this: dance looks so beautiful and fascinating that it is 

. popular among the audience ali over the world. Even the 

rural folk of Orissa Jike ihis dance more: than the other 
performances. 


Pala and Daskathia are the two traditional items of’ 
entertainment for the psople of Orissa. These items be- 
long to Orissa. In ‘pala’ one comes across a Gayak 
(or a singer), a Badak (or a Mridangam player) and at 
Jeast four co-singers. Among thern there is also a chief-co- 
singer. The Gayak uses a ‘chamar’ in his hand. He 
narrates some old mythological story through a series Of 
‘well-chosen verses and various postures of his body. The 
co-singers help Him in his work. They also add 
comic pieces to the main subject of the Gayak. In this way 
‘the audience, the rural folk get entertained. 


In Dasxathia, like Pala, the Gayak sings some songs 
Or narrates stories with the help of music. From a pair 
of flat sticks called daskathia. 


There is another type of a folk dance known as 
Sembalpuri dance. It is a tribal dance Of western Orissa. 
As the civilization advances this dance becomes popular 
and now it has spread throughout Orissa. and to the 
neighbouring states. It is-a very beautiful example of any 
group and folk dance performance. 


In the district of Mayurbhanij, the ‘Chhau. Nrutya’ 
had acquired a national and international fame. 

Besides this, the Horse dance, Danda Dance, Ranapa 
Dance, Doll Dance, Duari Dance, and Dhemsa dance of 
Koraput and Kalahandi. districts are the famous folk 
dances of the state. 
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In Dhemsa dance, the dance and singing go on all 
through the night, and at times, it continues for nights 
together. Both male and female members of the commu- 
nity take part in this dance. 


LANGUASE OF ORISSA 


Oriya is the main language of Orissa. It is written in’ 
_the book ‘Oriya Bhasar Rupatatwa’, of Dr Benimadhab 
” Padhi that the language of old Utkal or Udradesh was 
‘Udraja’. Oriya is the debased form of this language. 
According to some historians this language is also a mix- 
ture of ‘Sauraseni’ and ‘Magadhi’ language. In course 
of time the main ‘Udraja’ language Became a mixture of 
Magadhi, Kosali, Saureseni, Prabrtit, Sakar and Dravida 
words. The modern Oriya language comes out of this 
amalgamation: The gifts of Parsi, Portugees and English 
language have got some contribution to this language- 


Nobody knows in certain when and where this 
language took its birth. But this can be said certainly that 
Oriya was the oldest among the~group of Indo-European- 
Arya-languages, 

The words those were used in ‘Udraja’ were the 
Original words of Oriya language. These words are there 
in the ‘Dohas' and ‘Baudhagan’ jJiteraturee When 
Hieus-Tsang paid a visit to India, he came -across this 
language. It was a well-flourished language then. 


Dr. Karunakaz Kar proved that the scripture which 
Maha Mohopadhyaya Harapresad Sastry had found in 1810 
in the Durbar library of Nepal was a composition of some 
eminent scholars of Utkal. Eighty four Sidhacharya ‘Utka- 
liyas or Oriya Tantrikas had composed it. The places 
narrated in this book are nothing but the present Sonepur, 
‘Keonjhar and Sambealpur of Orissa. 


The history of Orissa kad seen a- lot of changes in 
warious paits of its territory. The borders of Orissa had 
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also seen a number of changes: In the past some of her 
parts went to the hands of Non-Oriya Kings. Most probably 
this‘is the main reason for which the language and culture 
of Orissa never got a chance to grow properly in its own” 
way. The Oriya lenguage that is spoken in GCanjam is 
different from the language spoken in Balasore. Likewise 
the language that is spoken in Sambalpur is also different 
from that of any other part of Orisse. 


Due.to externel Bggression and forcible use of 
foreign language a number. of foreign words were in- 
corporated into this language. In a later period the Oriyas 
acceptéd them as a part of their own language. 

Some. of the Oriya words are of Dravida origin and 
even without any change we Have been using them till 
tday. For example : badi, kati, kanti, etc. 


Most of the Oriya words have come from Senskrit 
such as : chirantan, anuman, sankhyepa etc. 


The influence of Bengali and Hindi on this language 
is remarkable. The words like achha, danga, paji, fatak, 
chela; etc. are from Hindi, and ‘yadio’ sabuja, sathe, bhala. 
paiba, didi, etc. are from Bengali. When Moghuls, and 
Marahattas ruled over Orissa, some Urdu and Marathi 
words also entered our language, for example : darkhasta, 
banam, naraj, bekup, badnam, etc. 


Likewise the Mcghuls also used Parsi language 
“when, they were ruling over India. Gradually some Parsi 
words entered the Oriya language : den nen, lekha padha, 
bad bibad, adeshnama, etc, 


Some of the Portugeese merchants entered Orissa 
and uséd some commercial words like kiranii (clerks), fita 
(tape), behela, girja, kamra, etc. 

T For a long. périod English has been the official 
language of India. As a result of which some of the English 
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words directly or indirectly entered Oriya language : 
table, pant, lantern, etc. 


However, Oriya as a language is now ‘capable of 
holdirg a safe place and can compete with other langu- 
éCes of India with its original and independent stature. 


In ‘spite of the interference and influence of rulers 
and their leangueges, Oriya lenouaege has been able to keep 
its identity till today. 


This languace was subject to threat from different 
corners. They are as follows :— 


1. The Crissa that we. see now was broken into 
pieces in different times by various rulers. 


¥) 


2. The foreign rulers used the languages which 
suited to them without thinking anything of Orissa's own 
language. 


3- The non-Oriya government servants .in Orissa, 
iried to be nearer tothe Enclish at the cost of Oriyas and 
their. lancuage. To satisfy the, Enclish officers, these 
ncn-Criyas iried to destroy the native language as far 
as possible. 


4. Singhbhum end other places of Orissa remained 
in Bihar and other states by which Hindi became the langu-- 
age of those parts. 


B. On 24-1-1874 it was declared by the Government 
that if the pecple of Orissa wrote applications in Oriya, 
they would not get any response soon. So some people of 
South Orissa learnt Telugu and started writing in Telugu 
just to Rave an early reply. This was a-planned intrigue of 
ର to kill Oriya language. ` 


. Though the Government ordered for Oriya, yet 
the touts started torturing Oriyas and compelled 
them to learn Bengali. As a result, in Midnapur and Bankuda 
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area the Oriyas were bound {o learn Bengali. At last it so 
happened that the number of 5 lakh Oriya speaking popu- 
lation was reduced to only one lakh. It is true that ‘due to 
compulsion, they learnt Bengali but they were not able to 
forget their mother tongue. As a matter of fact; during 
.those days the Oriya speaking people translated Oriya 
Bhagabat in Bengali; and out of fear, they read it in 
Bengali. 

The Christicens set up some Mission Schools in 
Orissa in 1838 to preach Christianity. An English School 
was established in Puri in 1835. The Oriyas were not 
interested in Mission schools and Christian schools 
because of the fear of losing their own religion. Yet the 
contribution of these schools was: not less for Orissa’s 
intellectual development. 


According to the femous phonetician Late Golak 
Vehari Dhal of Ciissa, Oriya language jis so fine and 
scientific that English lenguege also will not be able to 
compete with it.

TRIBALS OF ORISSA 


Orissa is a siate of Adivasis. They share 23% of 
the total population of Orissa. According to 1981 Cencus, 
the number of Adivasi was 50, 71, 937 and in 1991 
cencus it has therensed to 70, 32, 214. 


Adivasis of various tribes live in ‘Orissa. They are 
very simple in their attitude towards life. In Indian 
constitution 62 tribes are recordsd as Adivasis. Koraput, 
Mayurbhanj, Sundargarh, Phulbani, Canjam and Kalahandi 
districts of Orissa are the mejor districts for the tribal 
population-. I 

To uplift their living standard 24 percent of jobs 
have heen reserved for the Adivasis of Orissa and 12 
percent for the back ward classes (Mandal). The age limit 
is also enhanced for these people. In administration too, 
both in central and state Government jops, some portions 
have been reserved for ths Adivasis. 


‘The Govt. have started a number of programmes 
for the upliftment of the Adivasis. 


The main language of Adivasis is Oriya and they 
talk in various Adivasi languages among themselves.

THE EDUCATIONAL SYSTEM OF ORISSA 


Orissa is one of the backward state in our country. 
Its literacy percentage is much less as compared to other 
‘states of India. According to 1981 census 48.55% people 
are recorded to be educated in Orissa. 


in the past the Abadhans of chatasali (the loca! teacher 
of locally established primary school) were teaching how 
to write letters. The students were practising Sanskrit 
slokas at schools. 


They were being taught cdanka, plus, minus, Rama- 
yana, Mohabharat, Bhagabat, etc. After this they started to 
learn Rasakrida, Barnabodha (the first book). Pontkia, etc. 


Ths people who ruled India before the British 
rulers had not done anything.-for the betterment of edu- 
cation in this state. In 1803 Orissa came under the British 
rule till 1823 and there was no Oriya in any responsible’ 
job of the state. 
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in 1822 some Christians had established some 
Anglo-vernacular schools and then closed them down. 


Some Non-Oriya people did not want that Oriya 
should be an independent language and started teaching 
Bengali and Telugu in various parts of the state. 


In 1837 Mr. Ritex, an English Commissioner made a 
report for the opening of Oriya schools. But after some 
days in 1841 he again changed his views and gave a re- 
port that Oriyas. can understand Bengali. Moreover in 
Orissa as there were 95 percent of Bengali Govt. servants 
felt that Bengali should have been taught for the develop- 
ment of Orissa as a whole. It was Mr. Mills wHo realised 
the difficulties of Oriyas and arranged for Oriya teaching 
in two districts like Cuttack and Bardhmen of Orissa. 


Towards 1838 there were three Christian schools 
where only Christianity had been taught. So, out of reli- 
gious fear, Oriyas never wanted to.send their children to 
such mission.schools. | 


In 1835 en English school was opened at- Puri and 
in a short period it was closed automatically because no 
student came forward to take admission theres 


In 1837 a Mission Préss started working at 
Cuttack. 
In 1840 some students started reading in some Chri- 


stian school and .there they learnt morality, calculation, 
reading and, writing English and Oriya side by side. 


In 1841 the Oriya Byakarana (Grammar) of Pandit 
Biswambhar Bidyabhusan was published. 


In 1842 the Bible was published in Oriya.. But there 
was not a single correct Oriya sentence init. Later the 
missionaries published Oriya Text Books. 
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in 1844 Mr. Satan, published Oriya dictionary. in 
1846 the History of Orissa came out. In 1852 a book of 
moral was published. Mr. Satan was known as the defen- 
der of Oriya literature. 


In 1868 Robert Peri, the Inspector of Schools, ‘sub- 
mitted a réport to the Government that Bengali should be 
taught in Orissa instead of Oriya: This helped the Bengalis 
to jump in joy. They got a better chance to intrigue and 
destroy Oriya language from the root. 


At that time, like Mill, Mr. Revenshaw only helped 
Orissa. He made a report that to safeguard Orissa and its 
Janguage, Oriya should be taught in Orissa. That's why 
Mr. Revenshaw will remain in the memory of Oriyas 
for ever. 


The schools’ established in 1822 were closed and in 
1841 the then rulling Covt. took the schools into its contro} 
and started teaching cther things along with their religicn. 
Some district schools started working in Cuttack, Balasore 
aud Puri,. and with them vernacular schools, were also 
opened at some other parts of the state. 


In 1866 there were 61 schools in Orissa division. 
In 1869, nine students had appeared matriculation 
examination from which six students. passed that year. 
Within 1855, eighteen Oriya students passed F. A. 
In 1870 Mr. Madhusudan Das, passed B. A, and became 
the first Oriya graduate from Orissa. 


In 1863 the district school of Cuttack Became a 
.second class college. In 1876 it became a Istclass college. 
The name of this college was at first the ‘Orissa College’. 
In 1880.it was named after Mr, Revenshaw. 


In 1904, fifty four students appeared F.A. from 
Revenshaw College. and 46 students appeared B.A. from 
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Calcutta University, out of which 32 passed F.A. and 10 
students passed B.A. that year. 


In 1869 a teachers training school was established. 
In 1876 the first medical schoo! was established there.’ 


Towards 1891 there were 10 High Schools, 40 Minor 
Schools and Colleges. I 


In 1882, ‘Lord Rippon established the Hunter 
Comission in Orissa. 

In 1905 Sadasiv . Sanskrit College was established 
in Puri. 


‘During the British rule the light of education 
enlightened Orissa. When Orissa became a separate 
state, the Govt. formed by Parala Maharaja set up the 
Utkal University in 1943. and a Medical College in 1944. 


In 1962 O.U.A.T. was established in Bhubaneswar. 
In 1967 Berhampur University, Sambalpur University and 
in 1981 Sri Jagannath Sanskrit University was .establi- 
shed. 


Orissa was divided cinto 56 education districts: 
Orissa State Educational Research Instituté was opened 
at~ Bhubaneswar. The Board of Secondary Education 
opened its branches at Sambalpur, Berhampur, Bhuba- 
neswar and Balasore. 


In Orissa new . system of 10 +2 + 3. has been 
introduced in the academic year 1983-84. 


Up to class ten it.is under the control of Board of 
Secondary Education, Orissa. In the year 1983 the Council 
of Higher Secondary Education was started at Bhuba- 
neswaer and it conducts +2 examinations. 


The council has opened its branches at Sambalpur, 
Berhampur, Balasore and Cuttack. 
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+3 education is consigned to the four Universities 
of Orissa. 


‘Till now there are five universities in Orissa. The 
Government of Orissa spends 20% of its total budget for 
‘the development of Education. 


FESTIVALS OF ORISSA 


It is seen in the Encyclopaedia Britanica that—'The 
whole of Orissa is a holy ground”. This is literal}y written 
there. Every inch of earth in Orissa is pious andthe 
whole state is full of temples. 


Orissa is famous for Lord Jagannath. Jagannath 
culture is the mixture of all religions and cultures. 
Threughout the year the people of Orissa celebratz a 
number of festivals on and around this Jagannathdham. 


Everybody feels the necessity of celebrating 
festivals to make }ife easier and pleasant. The speciality 
of Orissa is this that nowhere in the world. so much of 
festivals are celebrated. Again there are scientific.and 
legendary reasons behind these celebrations. Lot of 
moral is taught through these festivals which are 
performed throughout the year. 


IMPORTANT FESTIVALS OF ORISSA 


Car Festival :—The car festival is the greatest 
festival of Orissa. Wheel is the sign of progress. By 
celebrating the festivals of wheels we do worsHip the 
movement. In this festival Lord of the: world, Lord 
Jagannath, goes to Gpndicha Mandir on the cars: 
accompani¢ed .by. his elder brother and sister. This 
festival teaches the society a lot about equality and 
fraternity. It reminds that human being. is one.‘ No one is 
called great by virtue of their wealth or power. Here, in 
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this festival the king of Puri does the work of a seweper 
and sweeps the chariots ‘of the deities before lakhs of 
people. As the people other than the Hindus are not 
supposed to enter the temple of Lord Jagannath, the Lord 
comes out on this occasion to give a darsan to one and all 
The Car Festival falls in the month of Asadha. 


Durga Fuja :- The Goddess Duiga has a separate 
place in the heart of the Hindus. She is generally’ wor- 
shipped as another incarnation of Chandi or the Adi 
Shakti. A Hindu Bbelieves that the Mother Goddess takes 
many figures and she remains in many postures, and 
Mother Durga is one among them. That's why this festival 
is also otherwise known as Shakti Puja, or the worship of 
Shakti. This festival continues from Aswina Saptami to 
Aswina Dasami. The Oriyas, with their family and friends, 
enjoy this festival. 

Raja Parva :- This festival falls towards the end of 
Jyestha. This is the time when the Mother Earth -gets rest. 
After this festival comes the time for sowing seeds in the 
land. Raja festival is celebrated for three days. This-is a 
festival in which. the girls take much interest. For three. 
days they don't touch the Mother Earth. They are rest- 
rained by their family not to walk upon the earth barefoot. 
The ladies use a stone grinder as the ‘symbol of the 
Mother Earth and they give-it a good bath. This is ‘other- 
wise: know as dharasnana. f | 


Sniva Ratri or dagar Jatra :- Bhubaneswar was the 
place of Lord Shiva. ‘On the Month of Phalgun Or in- the 
day of Phalgun Amabasya, :Lord ‘Shiva and his wife 
Goddess Parvati celebrate their nuptial hours in a, 
ceremonious way. | 

This festival is celebrated at Bhubaneswar with 
every pomp and ceremony. It is also celebrated at some 
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other pleces like Akhendelmeni in Bhadickh, Kepilesh ir 
Dhenkanal, Gupteswar in Malkangiri and Loknath in Puri 
district. 


Holi or Bola F'urnima.- Though Holi is celebrated 
all over India and abroad, the people of Copal caste 
(cowherd) caslabrats this function as their own. The 
Hindus celebrate Holi emotionally to commemorate the 
sprinkling of colour by Radhakrishna. There is a specia} 
song called Ogal which the people of Gopal caste sing 
very rhythmically. This festival has .its speciality in ‘the 
worship of domestic animals. As the old mythology’ says 
Srikrishna, born of Copal caste, killed a demon called 
Holika. To remember it the people celebrate Holi. Now 
people place the idols of both Radha and Srikrishna in a 
movable cabin like thing called Viman and take it from 
place to place. This is a colourful festival of :Orissa. 


Kalipuja and Dipaballi :- On Kartik Amabasya, the 
people of Orissa, as well as India; ‘celebrate Kalipuja. On 
the auspicious night of the said day they pay «homage tc 
their ‘forefathers in a colourful customary way of burning 
torches. Orissa becomes literally-lighted that day. It;would 
be’ better'to call this function a festival of light. 


Salijatra :- On the fullmoon day in the month of 
Kartika Balijatra is celebrated in Orissa. The interest be- 
hind this function is to commemorate the ancient glory 
of Orissa. In past Orissa was known for her maritime 
trade with other countries. The merchants of Orissa sailed 
to far off islands for commercial transactions. THougth it is 
a history now, the people of Orissa will never forget it. 
- To commemorate’ it fully the women folk of Orissa make 
small boats with the help of the bark of banana plants and 
sing that legendary emotional song. There is a place in 
Cuttack district called Gadagadia Ghat where this festival 
_is celebrated in a colourful way. 
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Savitri Brata—This brata is linked with a legend 
that there was a very beautiful princess named Savitri. 
She married a fine gentleman called Satyaban, who was” 
cursed'that he would die a few days of his marriage. 
Savitri‘’s father and others became sorry because their 
daughter had chosen‘ a man who would not live a full 
life. But Savitri was never sorry. At last the fatal .day 
in Satyaban’'s life came. Satyaban died but Savitri did not 
leave him. She followed Yamaraj, the God of Death, 
towards Yamapur. On the way she satisfied Yama by her 
wit and got her husband back to life. In her memory the 
women folk of Orissa celebrate Savitri Brata.e The wives 
worship Yama for their husbands’ long life. 


Ganesh Puja—Ganapati is well-known as the Lord 
of Good fortune and perfection. That's why he is always 
worshipped first. He destroys all the obstacles on our 
path. He also gives ‘wisdom. This' function is celebrated 
.on the fourth day of the month of Bhadraba. In almost all 
schools and dolleges of Orissa it is celebrated. 


Saraswati Puja—The Sukla Panchami in Magha is 
known as Sripanchami. Saraswati, the goddess of wisdom; 
is worshipped on this day all over India: Students of 
schools-and colleges take much interest in iG 


‘Knudurukuni Osha—In mural areas ‘the village 
girls celebrate this festival. They worship Mangala, a 
GCddess .of well-being. The peculiarity of this festival 
lies in its continuous celebration for a whole month. The 
girls worship the Goddess on every Sunday all through 
the month of Bhadrav. They | clean’their place of worship 
with water and decorate the place with Lily and other: 
available flowers. 


Kumar Birnie he fulimoon day. of the month 
of Aswina is known as Kumar -Purnima. This is generally 
a function of the virgin girls. The virgins in this day, 
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worship the Moon, the god of beauty. They pray ines 
beautiful husband like the Moon for them. 


Agni ittsab or Festivals of Fire—When the 
month of Macha ends and the bitterness’ of winter lessens 
gradually, the rural folk of Orissa celebrate this fuction. 
in the night. of Magha Purnima they Build a stage with 
straw, fire woods and otner inflammable things. Towards 
the midnight they set fire to it. When the flames go up, 
people throw a lot of offerings to the fire. They believe 
that with their offerings, the Cod of Fire, will be satisfied 
and thus their thatched roofs and houses will remain 
free from fire accident. The side the heap of fire breaks 
in supposed to indicate the crop-yield of ths year.. That 
side of the village, ths farmers believe , will give a lot of 
crops and the Gcddess of Riches will move to that side of 
the- village. 


“Rakhi Purnima—The fullmoon day ‘of the month 
of Sravana is known as Rakhi Purnima. The speciality of 
the day. is this that the sisters bind ‘Rakhi’ on the hands 
of their brothers: This is a festival of love, affection, and 
attachment. Jhulan Yatra is celebrated in this month. 


-~ Nuakhai Parva—lIn the Western and Southern 
part of Orissa ‘the festival of Nabanna:.is a colourful. 
festival. People enjoy the food made from new rice. The 
tribal people enjoy themselves .in a type of ‘dance called 
Dhemsa. As it is mentioned before, Dhemsa is a 
peculiarity with the tribal dancers of ‘Orissa. I 


In addition to these, Jhamu Jatra, Chandan Jatra, 
Sital Sasthi, Devasnan Jatra, etc. come in the summer in 
Orissa. Sital Sasthi-is a special festival in Sambalpur Town. 
It is the wedding, festival of Shiva and Parvati and 
after the wedding ceremony is held, both. the deities are. 
taken in a grand procession. 
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in the rainy season, Chitalagi Amabasya, Gahma Purnima, 
Jhulan Jatra etc are some of the important festival of 
Orissa. 


Some other important festivals are like Janmastami, 
Sunia, Janhi Osha, Radhastami, Mancala Osha etc. 


Many Adivasis of Orissa celebrate some tribal 
festivals like Chaeiti Paereb, Push Parab, and Amba (Mango 
eating) Khia Parab, etc. 


SOME MPCRTANT PLACES OF CRISSA 


Afri :- Atri is a beautiful place in the siate of Orissa. 
Here, there is a hot water spring preserved by the state 
Government now. The sulphur contents in the. water of 
this basin help peopie to cure many skin diseases. In a 
nearby place there is the Hatakeswar temple. A number 
of visitors come here every day to take a dip and thus. 
cure their diseases. Atri is 31 Kms. away from Bhu- 
baneswar. 


-Aaradi :- Like Bhubaneswar, Aaradi, is also in its 
own way well-known to the people for its Shiva temple. 
The people of Orissa bear a good faith in Lord: Shiva of 
this placs. They believe him to be a living God. 


The legend says that once Indra was worshipping 
Lord Shiva in this place. There is tank near the temple. 
‘The water of the temple is believed to be very pious and 
holi for the pilgrims. 


Aul (Ali) :- Aul is well-known for its Baraha temple. 
Baraha was one among the ten incarnations of Bishnu. 
This place js nearer to Kendrapara. According to a legend 
the king of Ali brought an image from jJajpur by the 
power of his devotion. The people who live around have 
a lot of faith in the deity. 
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Ushakothi :- It is 47 Kms. away from Sundergarh. 
There are some caves in which the rock paintings of 
earlier times are found. The historians are get to discover 
which century these paintings belonged to. 


Konark :- Orissa, or Utkal in is well-versed in all 
types of artistic works. Konaik; thie Sun temple of Orissa, 
is the epitome of this skill. When the kings were ruling 
over the place, the Sun Ged was worshipped here. The 
beautiful and artistic stone carvings of this place ard the 
temple astonish one and all. A number .of short si:ories, 
legends, and poems have been carved out on the walls 
and boundaries of this temple. It is otherwise known as 
the ‘Black Pageda’. this place has become an internatior al 
tourist centre. Lakhs of visitors from all over the world 
visit this temple. 

Besides the Sun Terzpies, the sea beach of Konark is 
a really nice piace.-To watch the rising sun in ihe morning 
and, to have a sea ‘bath at Chendiabhaga are ‘the other 
attractions of this plaos our. 

In scriptures it is described as the Arka Khetra. 


This place is 65 Kms. ‘away from the state capital. 
From Konark one can easily go to Puri by a nice Marine 
Drive. | , 

Cuttack :- Cuttack is he centre-place of Orissa. 
This isa historical town having a rich cultural kackground 
behind its name. This is the first city of Orissa. Commer- 
cially speaking, this is the main town of the’ siate. In the 
past, Cuttack was very famous for its maritime trade: 

Now, there ere some important build dings of the 
state, like the Baerabaeti Stadium, the state High Court, 
Revenshaw College, the all ‘India Radio centre and so 
many other things. i | | 


Before Bhubaneswar was made the cagital of Orissa- 
the state Secretariate was in Cuttack. 
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Mapilas—This place is situated in the district of 
Dhenkanal. Theres is a temple of Lord Shiva called 
Chandrasekhar on a’ hill-top. The name cof the hill on 
which the temple is situated is Kapilas. This is 782 mts. 
high and is otherwise known as the ‘Kailash’ of Orissa. 
There is a clear spring on the hill top, which supplies 
water ail the year. 


Kantiio—Kantilo is known for the Lord Nilamadhab. 
This is another place whera belimetal products are 
available in plenty. This is 100 kms. far from the state 
capital. 


Kendujnargarh--Here people worship Bishnu, 
Sidhakali and Jagannath. 


Khandagi:i and Udaeyagiri—These are the twin 
hills. There ate a number of caves on the hitls. The 
Yock-edicts of Kharavela a great warrior king, is there 
it is famous for Jaina religion. lItis Only five kilomitres 
away from the state capital. * 


Khandadhar—This is onz of ths waterfalls of 
Orissa. It is 19 krns. away ‘from Bonaigarh. Here the water 
falls from a height of 224 mts. 


Khinhing—Here. there is the temple of the 
Coddess of the King of Mayurbhenj. Itisa fine work of 
chalk-stone. There is a museum too. i 


Gonasixa—lt is 33 kms. far from Keonjhar. There 
is the temple of Brahmeswar Mahadev. A lot of devotees 
of Shiva visit this place to offer their prayers. The river 
Baitarani rises in this hill. This is known as Gupta Ganga. 


Gupteswar—This place jis situated on the borders 
of Ramagiri forest where the river Kolab flows into 
Madhya Pradesh. Here Lord Shiva remains hidden under 
the surface of the earth for which ‘this place is called 
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Gupteswar. On Mahasivaratri, a number of devotees 
come to this place. A Black Cow, the Parvati Tank, and 
the great tunnel of this place attract visitors. This is 58 
kms. away from Jeypore tovin. 


Gopalpur—In past it was a deep sea-port. The sea 
beach and the peaceful atmosphere of this place attracts 
people all the year round. 


Ghogar—This place is situated on the banks of 
river ‘IBb’, which is 43 kms. away from Sundergarh town. 
, Itis a beautiful picnic spot. People believe that, here, 
Lord Shiva'had emerged from the earth. 


Ghatagaon—This is situated at a distance of 50 
kms. from Keonjhar town. Itis on the N. H. No. II, that, 
passes through. Orissa. This place is best known for 
Coddess Tarini. 


Charda—This is- situated at a distance of ‘only 
4 kms away from Binika. Here isa temple of Lord Shiva 
known as Kapileswar. A fair called “‘Kalisi Yatra’ is 
celebrated by-the people here. 


Chari Sambhu—This is situated in the district of 
Phulbani. There is a temple of Anant Bishnu which is 
84 kms. far from Phulbani town. 


Chandipur—This place is situated 16 kms. away 
from Balasore: It is on the Bay of Bengal. 


Chilika—Chilika. Lake is the most beautiful spot of 
Orissa. ‘ This is otherwise known as the ‘store-house of 
Deauty. This spot attracts many poets and writers who 
enjoy her beauty and .express their feelings in their 
creative works. There a bird sanctuary .foo. The temple 
of the legendary Goddess. Kalijai attracts the.visitors 
from many place A fair is held here on Makara Samkranti. 
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Chakapad—This is known for the Birupakhya 
.temple. The place is 60 kms away from Phulbani. The 
beauty of this place is excellent. 


Jeypore—This place is the main town in the 
district. Itis the centre of trade and commerce. tis 
best known for tha classical palace of the king of 
Jeypore. There is the Jagannath Sagar. It is a very large 
and deep tank, with the faoililies of boating and fishing. 

‘Joranda—This is in the district of Dhenkanal. 
There is the grave of Alekh Gosain, the best known 
Empty Temple of Meditation. A fair is held here once a. 
year in the month of Magha. 


Junagarh—The old capital of Kalahandi situated 
40 km. away from Bhawanipatna is a historical place. 
There is‘an old fort and a number of caves of our old 
times. 
| Jhankada—The Goddsss of art and learning, 
Mother Sarala is worshipped here. This.place is well- 
known to the writers poets and journalists of the state. 
This is situated in-the district of Cuttack. 

Ttkarapara—Tikarapara is known for its crocodiles 
and cobras. Various types of crocodiles are nurtured 
Here. This is 200 kms. away from Bhubaneswar. 


Duduma—ThRis is a waterfall. situated 65 kms. away 
from Jeypore. town. There is the Machhakund Hydroe-. 
Electricity power centre, which supplies power to the 
state. : 

Taptapani—Many visitors comé to this place in 
Cajapati district to have a bath in the hot water spring. 

Tara Tarini—This is an attractive place for.the 


Mother Ccdadess. On the days of. Sankranti and On 
other religious days, a lot of people visit ‘this place. 


It is near Purusottampur in Canjam district. 
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„ Dadhibtman—This is best known for its temples 
and festivals. Among ‘them the fesiival of Daedhiban.an 
of Kansaripara, Krishnalila and Brajavihari temples, etc. 
are famous. 


Deogaon— On the banks. of the river Kushi, near 
Anandpur, in Kecnijhar district there is a teinpie of 
Kosaleswar Mahadev. Itis atemple of the Gth century- 
It is best known as a place of Budhist religion. There is 
an Ambealokiteswar image ,which is 5 feet high and is 
unique in ‘its sculpture. 


Daringibari—This. is otherwise known ag ths 
‘Kashmir of Orissa’. It is a very peaceful “hill-resort. Tt is 
situated 124 kms.. eway from Phulbeani town. During 
winter the temperature of this place is. very 1ow as 
compared to other places of Orissa. 


Devi Chandalipat—There is a mountain in the 
name of Chandali just 11 kms. away from BEBinikea in. 
Sonepur district. There is a beautiful tourist spot in the 
name of Devi Chandalipat. There is atunnel and some 
beautiful natural spots. 


Dhauli-—It is sitvated at a distance of 10 kms. far 
from Bhubaneswar, thé capital of Orissa. It'has a great 
history behind. Jt commemorates the war between Oiiya. 
Paikas and Ashoke. Ashoka became victorious in the 
historic Kalinga war;. but just after his victory he 
renounced war and became a disciple of Lord Budha. 
There isa Budha stupa with Budha idols and a newly 
built temple of Lord Dhabaleswar. 


Nabagraha Kunda—In Bolarnigir district near Javad 
there is a small spring in the name of Chokijor. Here 
there is a great stone on which the Navagraha fs engraved 
very artistically. There are nine small pools for these nine 
jodiac symbols. Though the pools are very very smalrFand 
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Cut in rocks, they are full of water all the year. Everyday 
the enchanting tone of Bhagabat preachers come ranting 
the blue sky and touch the hearts of the devotees. 


Wrusinghanath :- At a distance of 140 kms. away 
from Sambaipur town there is a beautiful picnic spot callec 
Nrusinghrath. A wide stream glides down the top of the 
hill all the year. There is a temple of Lord Nrusingha, 
which is believed to have been built in the 5th century 
AD. There is a peculiar image of Bishnu. In the form of a 
Cat. 


Nandankanan :- This is the only naturat 200 aS well 
as the botanical garden of Orissa. A natural laxe is there 
in which the visitors enjoy boating facilities. There is also 
a toy train for lhe children. Thére is a museum too. Many 
types of tigers and otheranimals are found in this place 
and they attract visitors from a number of places. A lion 
safari has been started in this 200. 


Nayagarh :- There is a temple of GCoddess Dakhin- 
kali which is believed to have been built in the 13th 
century A. D. This place is 87 kms. away from the stats 
capital. ` 


Nandapur :- This is 55 kms. far from Koraput town. 
‘There ist the great royal throne of king Vikramaditya. 
There is also a beautiful waterfall and big siatue of Lord 
Canesh.- £ | 


Puri :- Puri is an international town on the Bay 
of Bengal. This is known to the visitors of the world for 
its supreme deity Lord Jagannath. Jagannath literally 
means the Lord of universe. It is 62 kms. far from the 
capital Of Orissa. Here one sees a number of festivaeis. The 
‘sea beach is very beautiful here. The car festival of Puri 
attracts many visitors all, over the world. Except Lord

jagannath’s temple there are a number of other temples 
in the town. 

Papalhyaya Ghat:- This is situated on the bank of the 
river Mahanadi. It is only 4 kms. away from Binika, a town 
in Sonepur district. A- legend goes that whoever takes a 
bath here is cleansed of his sins forever. It is said thai 
Anangabhima Dev, a king of Orissa,also took a bath here 
and was cured of his disease by the magic of the place. 
There'is the RadhaXkrishna Temple which has a £ ig banyan 
tree in the name of Banchabata. People believe that this 
tree can provide vihatever,thing one wishes for oneself: 

- Patanageth :- This was the capital of the king of 
Patana, now in Bolancir district. There is the goddess 
Pataneswari. There is the Samaleswari temple too. 


Putudi :- The nalural beauty, the beauty of the 
waterfall, end the gathering of birds Have. made Putud: 
popular. This is 15 kms: away from Phulbani. — 

Puruna Katak :- This is the place of Bhairavi, the 
Mother Goddess. This is 40. kms’ away from Phulbani 
Town. 


Fadmatala :- After going 30 ‘kms. away from ths 
Phulbani town, one comes across a big tank called Padma- 
tala. Birds from many ‘places come here in the evening. 


Pitamahal :- It is just 15 kms. away from Rourkela 
Steel Plant. There is the hydrc-electricity project jike 
‘Hirakud. 


Balimela :- There is amorden power station near 
this place. There are Ramakunda, Sitakunda and the Histo- 
rical Tamasa forest. This is a part of Dandakaranya too. 
It is 102 kms away from Jeypore town. 


Badaghagra = This is 9 kms, far from the Keonihar. 
town. There is.a waterfall in which the water ise cominc 
from a height of zoo feet.This is a beautiful picnic spot. 
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Yedavyasa :- In the meeting place of Sankha and 
Koili river Vedavyasa Ashrama, is situated. Great 
Shiva Linga is also an attraction. of this place. It is near 
the steel city of Rourkela. 


Bagra—Bagra is just 12 kms. away from Jeypore. 
There is a-beautiful waterfall here. It is a beautiful picnic 
spot. 


Belkhendi—One can epproach this spot from 
Kesinga, in Kalahandi. It is a beautiful spot well-known for 
the image of Lord Shiva. It is 50 kms. away from 
Bhavanipatana: 


Baudharaj—THis is situated in the district of 
Phulbani. Once it was a famous town forthe Budhists. 
One can see a number of Budha idols here and there. 
This town was named after Lord ‘Budha. 


Baripada—This is the Sadar town of Mayurbhanja 
district. There are a Jagannath Temple, an old palace and 
a museum here. 


Bhubaneswer—This town is .the capital of Orissa. 
It is known as the temple-city of Orissa. There ‘are some 
visiting places like Lingaraj- Temple, Rajarani and 
Mukteswar temple, Kedargouri‘ tank, Ekamra Kanan, 
Orissa secretariate, Ravindra Mandap, and so on. 


Bhimakunda—This is only about 30 kms. away 
from the famous coal city of Talcher. The visitors will 
find here a large image of Vishnu in a sleeping posture. 


Mruga Mohadev—In the Champua sub-division of 
Keonjhar district one can find the famous Shiva i huege 
called Mruga Mohadev, 


Mandira—In the vicinity of Sankha river there is 
a natural reservoir in the name of Mandira. This is 
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32 kms. far from the steel city of Rourkela. This isa 
beautiful holiday-resort. 


_Manika Noda—There are beautiful historical caves 
in this place. Pictures of birds, animals and other objects 
are engraved on the walls of the caves. It is situated in 
the district of Sundergarh. 

Mahindra Giri—This’ is a beautiful spot in Ganjam 
district. The puranic Panchu Pandav Temple, Arjun’s 
hut, shrines of a number of monkeys are there in the 
spot. There are two rivers : Sunder and Mahendra Tanaya. 


Minajhola—This isa Shaiva place situated on the 
meeting spot of three rivers. This place is 37 kms. away 
from Gudari. 


Jajpur—Jajpur remains as a beautiful historic spot 
in Orissa. The famous Biraja temple is there wiilia 
‘number of Shiva Lingas too. A large number of people 
come here to have a pious bath in this place. 


Mahuri Kalua— In Canjem district near Berhampur, 
there is the termnple of Goddess Mahuri Kalua. This isa 
very beautiful picnic spot for all. 


RourkKela—It is one of the modern steel cities of 
Indie.‘ This is the third biggest city of the state. There is 
¢he Indjra Gandhi Park, a'small Zoo, anda reservoir, etc. 


But the steel plant is the main attrection of the place for 
the visitors. 


Rajgangpur—Rajgangpur is best known for its 
cement factory. This is 43 kms. away from Rourkela city. 


| Ranipur Jharial—There are the temples of 64 
Yoginis, Someswar Mahadev is worshipped here. There 
isa temple made of brick only. This is 42 kms. far from 
Titilagarh town. Indranath brick temple is the main 
attraction of this place. 
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Rayagada—The famous Goddess Majhighariani 
tempie is situated near Rayagada town. 


Remuna—This place is best known for Gopinath. 
Here the Lord is known as Khirachora Gopinath. It is 
8 kms. away from Balasore town. 


Ratnagiri :- Once, in past, Ratnagiri;, Lalitgiri and 
Udayagiri were the main Budhist spots. Now, one can 
come across the remnants of the idols of Lord Budhe. 


Sindol Suntaswar :- This is a great place of Lord 
Shiva in Bolangir district. 


Similipa! :- This is an animal sanctuary reserved by 
the Govt of India in Mayur Bhanja district. It is a natural 
-place with scenic beauty all around. The wild animals 
move here freely. 


S:nabeda :- This is a. beautiful town-‘of Orissa in 
Koranut district. There is a Mig Engine factory here. The 
town looks like a hill-resort. 

Sitabanjhni :- This places is situated in Keonjhar 
district. It is known for its fine architecture and painting 
works. Some models of Ajanta sculpture are there, toc. 
hl Sambalpur :- This is best known for the temple of 
Goddess Samaleswari. There is an A. 1. R. centre, a T. V. 
centre. Sambalpur is well known for its sarees. 


Sonpur :- On the meeting spot of the Mahanadi and 
the Tel in ‘past, there was a town called Subarnapur. Some 
gold coins of Kalachuri kingdom and some gold pieces of 
Gangas are there to be seen. Some historians believe that 
this place was the Lanka of the. demon, Ravana of the 
Ramayana. 


SakXkhigopal :- A legend goes like this that the Lord 
of Puri once came walking to be a witness for his davotee. 
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History says when king Purusottama returned from Kanchi, 
~he brought with him the idols of Sri Radha and Sri Krishna 
and set up here on his way to Puri. 


Sidha vairavi Pitha :- This place is situated in Gan- 
“jam district. It is named after the Goddess Siddha Bhairavi. 
At times, people gather in a large number to offer. their 
prayers to the Goddess 


Harishankar :. On the top of Gandhamardan Hill 
‘in Bolangir district the idols of Harishankar are wor- 
shipped. The image is a peculiar one too. ‘Half of Shiva 
and Half of Bishnu are carved together to make an image 
called Harishankar. There is a beautiful temple with the 
Papanasini spring which attracts people from various 
places. ` 


Huma :- This place is 21.kms. away from Sambalpur 
town. On the banks. of the Mahanadi this place is famous 
for its leaning Shiva temple which attracts a number of 
people from all around. A fair takes place here once a 
year. 

Hirakud :- Hirakud is known for its longest earthern 
river dam in Asia. This tiver dam is. famous for both 
power generation and irrigation. There are some worth 
seeing places like Gandhi Minar and Nehru Minar on 
either side of the dam. 


Hatipahar :- This is a beautiful spot where nature 
shows her charisma to ihe people. There isa very huge 
Tock in the shape of-an elephant. The colour and shape of 
ihe rock seems to be a real elephant from the distance. 
Besides, there are other beautiful spots for the visitors. 


These are the main places of Orissa, Besides these 
there are other beautiful spots like Ansupa and Sara lakes; 
Saptasajya, Yogi Math, Sarang Garh, Bhanja Nagar, Raigarh 
Paparahandi, Banda Ghati, etc. ' 
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ORISSA STATE MUSEUM 


Orissa is also known as Utkal, meaning ‘one excels 
in arts”. Its heritage js embodied in the innumerable 
monuments and carvings throughout the state, its enchan- 
ting dance forms, its rich literary traditions and its ex- 
quisite handicrafts. 


The museum is on the outskirts of Bhubaneswar. It 
Was started on the campus of Ravenshaw College, Cuttack 
and later shifted to the present building in 1960. It cele- 
brated its Golden Jubilee in 1684. The state itself formed 
on April 1. 1936 celebrated its Golden Jubilee of its for- 
mation in Jan. 1986. 

The varied collections include an entire section 
devoted to palm-leaf manuscripts totalling nearly 50,000 
and galleries of sculpture, tribal arts and artifacts, stone 
relief and inscriptions, weaponry, anthropological speci- 
mens and natural history. 


To commemorate the Golden Jubilee, former Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi unveiled an exclusive gallery titled 
‘Heritage of Orissa’ consisting of four sections. Two of 
them contain handicrafts and traditional paintings and 
present a picture of Orissa’s craits in their pristine forms. 


The collections include metalware, hom articles 
ivory works, wood carvings, pattachitra, painted illustra- 
tions and papier mache from the 16th century up to the 
present. 


The traditional artisans, painters and carvers of the 
state are deeply religious. As such their creations, apart 
from being artistic, are also imbued with religious fervour. 


The stone carvers. have over the ages mastered 
their skill to such ; perfection that they can create even 
miniature forms from various kinds of stone soap granite 
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spotted, transculent. The museum has an abundance of 
such miniatures of wheels and cymbal players (of Konark) 
and the countless godheads of the Hindu. pantheon. Puri, 
Khiching and.Lalitgiri are famous for this craft. 

Folk and religious patterns manifest in’ wocd car- 
vings and paintings too. The chitrakars (professional 
painters) use the Odissi style to produce articles of deco- 
rative and utilitarian value. Vibrant colours— red, yellow 
and blue are maigly used. 


No less important is the contribution of horn works 
mainly from Paralakhemundi to the State's artistic heritage. 
Products of this folk-cum-occupational crafts are known 
for their delicate design and variety. Horns of animals, 
which otherwise have no value, are shaped into articles of 
admiration. The museum .has some of the finest pieces 
depicting scenes from the epics. 


The unique. tie-and-dye handloom textiles of 
_Sambalpur, Bargarh,-Sonepur and Marsingpur in Orissa- 
are famous for their grace and texture and are popular 
at home and abroad. The products are in cotton as well 
as silk. The weavers’ dexterity goes beyond the usua) 
anchal and pallav. Here too incidents from tHe epics and 
spetvimens from architecture find full expression. 


In the days of Orissa’s maritime glory, ivory 
carvings formed a major component of exports to 
Soutti-East-Asia. The non-availability of tusks because of 
the Government's conservation measures and their high 
costand lack of patronage have deait a severe blow to 
this craft. The museum has a good collection of some 
rare articles, chains, bangles, ornamental ‘buttons, a 
country cart and a palanquin—all of which reveal the 
consummate artistry of the hands that shaped them. 


» + The metal craft pieces in the museum have few 
peraliels in other medie. They include brass utensils and 
err re 
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figurines (among them a flexible fish with delicate spring 
action), bell metal works and Dhokra lamps. Among the 
prized collections are the brass Radha (weighting 77 kg.) 
‘and a delicately carved diamond-studded plate. 


The patta paintings the museum has are repre- 
sentative of the traditional folk art. Whiat makes them 
altractive are the ‘themes depicted and the colour used. 
Tne canvases are of cloth treated with a tamarind 
adhesive which gives them the appearance of leather. 
The museum’‘s collection in this section ranges from 


Navagunjara (incarnations of Vishnu) to ‘Kamakunjara’ 
{the cupied elephant motif). | 


The other objects in the museum are of bronze, 
papier mache, applique lacquer, leather, cane, bamboo, 
kalamkari and terracota. Their diversity and antique 
value speak not only of the aesthetic sense of the people 
Dut their religious and cultural tradition.
